NEW YORK, June 28.<—Bears 
appeared stalemated in today’s 
stock market, and with bullish sen- 
practically extinguished, 
sales for the two-hour session 
slumped close to 580,000 shares, 
the smallest turnover since July 
°1, 1928. Bear pressure was evi- 
dent early in the session, and suc- 
ceeded in depressing several] stocks 
“or 3 points, but short covering 
resulted in substantial rallies in 
the final dealings, and the close 
was irregular. 

There was nothing in the day’s 
business news to stimulate in wile- 
spread short covering, but bearish 
operations this week have been 
meeting with increasingly meager 
success, and professional § traders 
evidently felt that the market had 
become thoroughly sold out for the 
time being. Many large traders 
left for the week-end yesterday.

State’s Attorney Announces 
That All Persons Who 
‘Had Financial Dealings 
With Slain Reporter Will 
Be Called. 


NEW CLEW LEADS: 
TO DOG TRACKS 


“Fixer’s’ Value to Capone 
Ended When Courts 
Stopped Races, and He 
Had Dangerous Knowl- 
edge—St. Louisan Sought

CHICAGO, June 28.—New. leads 
jn the State’s Attorney's investiga- 
tion into the maze of activities of 


Alfred J. Lingle, Chicago Tribune 
reporter and go-between for racket- 
eers and corrupt police and munici- 
pal officials, started a search for a 
former St .Lcuisan and more re- 
cently connected with the Laramie 
Kennel Club, a Chicago dog track. 

The investigators, following a 
clew that Lingle had attempted to 
use his influence to prevent the 
closing of the dog tracks in the 
Chicago vicinity, want to ask the St. 
Louis man whether the dog-track 
interests paid Lingle any money, 
and what, if any, other dealings 
they had with him. 

While one grcup of chief investi- 
gator Pat Roche's men were fol- 
lowing out the dog-track clews an- 
other group began the job of check- 
ing the telephne calls which went 
from Lingle’s syite in the Stevens 
Hotel. A complete list of these 
calls, covering a period of several! 
months, has been obtained by the 
investigatcrs. Bearing out the cer- 
tainty of Lingle’s connection with 
public officials, as shown by a mass 
of other evidence obtained during 
the past two weeks, the list is said 
to contain a record of many calls 
to high police officials, some to 
other public officials, and many tc 
racketeers and gangsters. 

Trail to Dog Tracks. 

It is the expectation that State’s 
Attorney Swanson will summon 
before the grand jury within the 
next two weeks all of the officials 
and racketeers called and that an 
effort will be made to learn the 
details of the telephone conversa- 
tions. 

The desire of the investigators 
to question the dog track man 
grows out of a theory advanced 
yesterday for the first time that 
the dog track interests entered ac- 
tively into Lingle’s activities. It 
is the theory that Lingle held out 
to the dog track promoters that 
through his influence they would 
be able to operate and that he col- 
lected from them. If Lingle made 
the attempt he failed, the tracks 
being closed by the court’s orders. 

For several days the investiga- 
tors had been running down a re- 
port that Sam Hare, a gambler and 
resort operator, had paid Lingle 
$20,000. Hare dented he had paid 
anything. When the trail led to 
the dog tracks the investigators 
decided their information as _ to 
Hare might have been erroneous 
and that possibly the $20,000 had 
been paid by the dog tracks and 
not by the gambler. 

‘Racket Through, Se Are You.” 

It is told about the investigators’ 
headquarters that after the court 
decision closing the tracks, Capone 
told Lingle: ‘‘Well, that racket is 
through, and as far as I’m con- 
cerned, so are you.”’ 

If there is any basis for the re- 
port that Lingle’s usefulness to 
the gang was over, it has been 
pointed out here, Lingle’s only club 
to hold profitable standing with the 
racketeers was the knowledge he 
had of the unsolved murders and 
protected rackets. 

It is net unknown to gang ac- 
tivities that when a man ceases 
to be useful, he is killed to avoid 
the menace of the knowledge he 
has. 

Through grand jury summonses 
for high city officials, gamblers, 
gangsters and racketeers who had 
financial dealings with Lingle, 
State’s Attorney Swanson is hope- 
ful of arriving at the exact motive 
for the killing. 

Those to Be Called. 

He announced that all persons 
whom his Investigators discovered 
had paid or lent money to the slain 
reporter would be called before the 
grand Jdly July 7.

$220,000,000 Project Includes Sev- 
en Skyscrapers and Four-

The new Cleveland Union Termi- 
nals development was formally 
opened to the public today, with a 
celebration, and regular through- 
train passenger service wil! begin 
tomorrow morning. 

The new 6562-story ‘Terminals 
Building and the network of tracks 
are only part of the picture. There 
are already four other skyscrapers 
in the terminal group completed, 
and three others’ are planned or 
started.

TWO BOYS SEIZED 
IN TRAP CONFESS 
EXTORTION PLOT 


Youths Demand $10,000 
Fram Lamplighter, Father 
of 8, Who They Learned 
Was Wealthy. 


A plot to extort $10,000 from 
Pietro Accinelli, 60-year-old lamp- 
lighter and father of eight chil- 
dren, collapsed yesterday with the 


arrest of Philip Pusateri; 19, and 
Tony Castilli, 18, who admitted, po- 
lice said, they were authors of the 
plot. 

Accinelli, in his rickety three- 
room bungalow at 3988 Sarpy ave- 
nue, today declared it was a great 
joke that anyone should think him 
wealthy. Last Monday when the 
would-be extortionists telephoned 
and told his oldest daughter, An- 
geline, that they wanted $10,000, 
Accinelli refused to talk to them. 

Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, at noon and 9 p. m., the calls 
were repeated. Each time Accinel- 
li’s wife or one of his children an- 
bwered the telephone. Each time 
Accinelli said, “Tell them to leave 
me alone; tell them I’m a poor 
man.” 

Thursday noon, Accineili 
snatched “the telephone from the 
hand of his 16-year-old son.” What 
do you want?” he demanded in 
Italian. “We want $10,000,” was 
the reply. 

“T haven't got 10 cents,’’ said Ac- 
cinelli. “I’m a poor lamplighter. 
My children wear rags and go bare- 
foot because they have no shoes; 
‘my house is falling apart over my 
head. Leave me alone.” 

“Well, you'd better get $10,000,” 
he was told, “or it will be hard for 
your family. They will die, every- 
one of them.” 

Accinelli went about his business. 
Mrs. Acéinelli, worried by the 
threats, confided in a policeman. 
Lieut. Claude Adams took charge 
and totd Accinelli just what he was 
to do, 

Yesterday when the telephone 
rang again, Accinelli talked busi- 
ness. “I have $2000,” he.said. “I 
can’t get a penny more, It's all I 
have.” 

“Wait a minue, I will talk to my 
partner,” said the man. The part- 
ner came to the telephone argued 
for $3000 -but finally accepted Ac- 
cinelli’s figure. Accinelli promised 
to meet them at Vandeventer and 
Forest Park avenue at 5 p. m. with 
the money. 

The lamplighter went on to his 
work and Lieut. Adams founi 
Pusateri standing at the appointed 
spot watching for his victim. At the 
station, he named Castilli, who had 
run away as the police approached. 

Confessions signed by. the two 
youths relate that Pusateri attend- 
ed a wedding celebration -three 
months ago in the, Italian district 
known as “The Hill” where an ac- 
quaintance pointed to Accinelll and 
said; “He is only a lamplighter, but 
he is rich; he owns his home and 
has an automobile.” 

Pusateri related that he con- 
fided in Castilli last Saturday 
designed their plot. During the 
week, they took turns at the tele- 
phone, using an instrument in a 
vacant house next door to Castil-

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CHICAGO PLANE 
SUSTAINED FLIGHT 


At 4:01 A. M. Tomorrow 
It Will Have Equaled 
Mark of 420 Hours, 21 
Minutes Made in St. Louis

CHICAGO, June 28.—The Hunt- 
er Brothers’ endurance plane City 
of Chicago, which took to the air 
at 3:40 p. m. (St. Louis time) June 
11, in an attempt to break the 
world’s non-stop refueling record 
of the St. Louis Robin—420 hours, 
21 minutes and 30 seconds—con- 
tinued in the air at 4:40 p. m. to- 
day, having completed its four hun- 
dred and ninth hour. 

A broken oil tank, hastily re- 
paired at 12:40 almost, caused an 
end to their attempt. Their last 
word was: “All well. We shall 
beat the record.” 

The plane was refueled ut * a. 
m. by two other Hunter brothers, 
Albert and Walter, without inci- 
dent. -Two hours later they took 
breakfast up to the co-pilots. 

Brother Kenneth dropped a 
note complaining of a severe tooth- 
ache, 

At 3:40 p. m. they were only 
12 hours 21 minutes 30 seconds 
from the record set of 420:21:30, 
set by Forest O’Brine and Dale 
Jackson, July 31, 1929, in St. Louis. 

If all continues well aboard the 
Stingon-Detroiter cabin monoplane, 
the record will be equaled at 
4:01:21 a. m. tomorrow. Another 
hour must be added, however, be- 
fore an official record is made. 

“Good for 700 Hours More.” 

Walter Hunter, who, with his 
brother, Albert, is flying the re- 
fueling plane, said the Wright 
Whirlwind motor “‘sounds good for 
another 700 hours.”

new House veterans’ relief measure 
was unanimously reported to the 
Senate today with minor amend- 
ments made by the Senate Finance 
Committee. 

An attempt by Democrats to in- 
crease the rates for glisability pen- 
sions was voted down, 11 to &. 
Republicans on the committee, 


with the exception of Senator La 
Follette of Wisconsin, voted againet 
the increase in these rates which 
would have allowed a +60 maxi- 
mum instead of $40. Senator King 
(Dem.), of Utah, joined the Repub- 
licans in opposition. 

The committee then voted unan- 
imously to report the measure. 

Senator Watson, acting chair- 
man of the committee, announced 
he would report the bill to the 
Senate at once and would call it 
up Monday. 

Legion Request Adopted. 

The request of the American Le- 
gion for a provision allowing an 
extension of one year in which to 
file suit for claims on war risk in- 
surance was accepted witout con- 
test. 

Senators Walsh (Dem.), of Mas- 
sachusetts, and Connally (Dem ), 
of Texas, sponsored an amendment 
to increase the disability pensions. 
They intend to carry their fight to 
the floor. 

Walsh and Connally also sought 
to amend the bill to extend the 
benefits to those veterans who 
contracted venereal diseases during 
the service and who are now suf- 
fering disability as a result. This 
motion lost on a tie vote. 

The Democrats were successful 
in an amendment striking from the 
House bill the stipulation that the 
benefits of the legislation would 
not extend to veterans who pay 
income tax.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—With 
or without the assistance of Gov- 
ernment funds, the Hoover law en- 
forcement commission intends to 
carry out its full inquiry into all 
law enforcement. 

After the Senate yesterday had 
voted to restrict the activities of 
the group to a study of the pro- 
hibition laws, President Hoover 
asked the commission to proceed 
with its general program and ob- 
tained its consent. 

This the President announced 
late yesterday, saying he would “‘be 
able to secure from private sources 
‘the $100,000 necessary to carry this 
work forward to its completion. 

The action of the Senate came 
on an amendment to the second de- 
ficiency bill to appropriate $250,- 
000 for the commission. This sum, 
which had been requested by the 
President, was reduced to $50,000 
with the added proviso that it be 
used only for the prohibition in- 
quiry. 

Hoover Calls Conference. 

Informed of the Senate’s vote, 
Mr. Hoover called several members 
of the commission into conference. 
They were Chairman Wickersham, 
Dean Roscoe Pound, Henry W. An- 
derson, Monte L. Lemann and Miss 
Ada Comstock. 

Then in a statement issued in 
reply to questions put at his semi- 
weekly conference with the presss, 
Mr. Hoover said it was essential 
that the commission's full program 
be carried through to completion 
and that this would be done.

Karleskind identified checks he 
gave to Oliver in payment:of com- 
missions and Oliver’s winnings of 
bets placed with him. The total 
shown was $3670 in 1926, $4809.75 
in 1927 and $37,144.10 in 1928. 
These amounts included a return 
to Oliver of the $5000 he had lent 
for the handbook bank. 
The defense followed this with 
testimony regarding checks total- 
ing about $173,000, which Oliver 
had given to Karleskind, and which 
the bookmaker said represented 
Oliver’s betting losses during the 
three years.

Friend of Presidents. 
A personal friend of Re- 
publican Presidents and financial 
backer of one, Col. Thompson was 
a leading figure in national politics, 
His interest in conservation and 
plants brought him close to Roose- 
velt; he was treasurer of the Har- 
ding campaign fund and chairman 
of the party’s Ways and Means 
Committee, and continued an asso- 
ciation with President Hoover that 
began with business enterprises 
years ago.

EARL REED. ESCAPED CONVICT, 
IS SERVING TERM IN IDAHO 


Gerk Asks His Return for Trial 
for Murder of 
Patrolman. 


Earl Reed, escaped former con- 
vict who has been indicted for the 
murder of Patrolman William Mc- 
Cormack, in a holdup of the Ideal 
Cigar Store, 3908 South Broadway, 
June 25, 1929, is serving a sentence 
of from 10 to 20 years in the 
State prison at Boise, Ida., accord- 
ing to a telegram received by Chief 
of Police Gerk last night from the 
National Bureau of Identification 
at Washington. 

Reed was convicted of robbing 
a bank at Wendell, Ida., June 11, 
according to the wire, and was sen- 
tenced under the name of Earl 
Ross.

“The absolute futility of the 
Government's efforts to stop the 


traffic in narcotic drugs by the ar- 


rest, prosecution and imprisonment 


of curbstone peddlers is illustrated 


by this case,"”’ Federal Judge Faris 


remarked today before he sent- 
enced Dr. Horace A. Reddish to 
three years in Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary for four sales of narcotics. 


Dr. Reddish, who *:as seved a 
possession of narcotics, 


was convicted by a jury on the tes- 


timony of an addict informer who 
said deliveries were made ina front 


of the Public Library. 

“This man has been puhished for 
this offense before, but it did him 
no good,” Judge Faris said. “No 
sooner was he out of the peniten- 
tiary than he was back on the 
drugs. Prosecution and punish- 
ment does not effect either cure or 
reform. 

“I was glad to learn during the 
trial that Dr. Reddish was caught 
in an attempt to get a man high- 
er up, but they didn’t get the man 
higher up. é 

“We are getting nowhere with 
the enforcement of this law. We 
have never gotten anywhere and if 
this policy is to be pursued by the 
Government we shall never get 
anywhere. The whole thing resolves 
itself into a waste of time and 
money by the Government in its 
attempts to stop this traffic. I 
don’t expect Dr. Reddish to be 
either cured or reformed.” 

Dr. Reddish’s lawyer sought a 
new trial on two points, that the 
purchases were made by an addict 
who had known the physician in 
prison and had prevailed on him 
by a plea. of friendship to obtain 
and deliver drugs. 

“Tl can’t see how a man can be 


illegally entrapped four times hand- 


running.” Judge Faris remarked. 
“It is inconceivable to me.” 

The second argument for a new 
trial was that two of the jurors 
had fallen asleep during the trial. 

“TI aid not notice the alleged 
somolency of the jurors, and it was 
not called to my attention,” said 
the judge.

| GOOD MANNERS UP-TODATE

F there is one place where, more ] 

than another, anyone: who is 

not quite certain of herself feels 
and is at a disadvantage, it is at the 
table, and table manners have un- 
dergone many changes within the 
past few years. 


For one thing, none of the rules 
—at any rate, few of them—are so 
rigidly observed as formeriy, not 
that there are net certain things 
one must and certain others that 
one must not do, such as making 
noisy work of the soup course or 
drowsing off if the conversation 
happens to be boring, but it isn’t 
necessary, under the present code, 
to sit at the table as if yeu were 
encased in armor, as the old-time 
corsets made it more or less im- 
perative to do. 


It is permiasibie to be quite hu- 
man nowadays about the way one 
sits even at a formal dinner. If is 
even permissible to loll a little, not 
quite as Lucullus used to, but you 
may put an elbow on the table if 
you take due care not to tip over 
& water glass or juggle the array 
of silver beside the plate. The lat- 
ter noise is distracting, and as for 
the accident, let me take 
to say right here that if such, a 
catastrophe does happen, don’t be 
embarrassed. 


What I mean to say is, don't 
show that you are embarrassed— 
enly Sorry. Be nonchalant. and 
say, “Oh, 1am sorry. Hew stupid 
of me,” or something Ike that. 
Then when the servant or the wait- | 
er, or the hostess, or whoever it ia, 
comes up, murmur a low “Thank 
you,” and proceed as if nothing 
had happened. . 

But abeut leaning on the tabie. 
That used to be one of the most in- 
sistent of “Thou shalt nots” of 
table manners—even the touching 
of one elbow to the table. Then | 
the rule was relaxed to allow one 
elbow, and now. well, even now 


Another rule that has been 
changed is that of transferring the 
fork from the left to the right 
hand after cutting the food, which 


requires the knife’s service. It ts 
perfectly all right to do so if 
you've been so accustomed, but 
we do now—as we have come to do 
& great many things—as the En- 
glish do, carry the foed to the 
mouth with the fork retained in 
the left hand. Se much the 
simpler method. It saves juggling 
with the silver and is helpful in 
teaching you to become ambidex- 
trous, 


Speaking of the “array of silver” 
as I just did, there isn’t really any 
array any more. At any rate, there 
shouldn’t be, not as compared with 
the lavish display of weird looking 
implements with which we used te 
to be confronted even at quite in- 
formal meals. No, three spoons 
and knives—three in all—at the 
right side of the plate, and three 
forks at the left is all that the 
new code of manners calls for or 
allows. If you have more to con- 
tend with you need’nt be confused 
if you don’t know what to do with 
them — yeéu'll know that your. 
hostess doesn't know either. : 


But what you must knew of 
course is that you use the ‘spoon, 
knife and fork first that is farth- 
est removed from the plate, the 
next farthest next, and se en. Any 
other flat silver that may - be 
needed will be brought in with the 
course. All ef which saves us 
from 2 lot of guesswork, guessing 
with the different dishes; Haven't 
yeu ever found yourself, under 
old regime, without anything at al! 
suitable with which to attack the 
last course? I have.

dence tending to show the exist- | 
ence of a gigantic “electric trust,” | 


involving an. apparent alliance of | 
the most powerful banking and 


utility groups in the United States, | 


has been uncovered by the Fed- 


eral Trade Commission in the | 


course of its painstaking investi- | 
gation of the electric power indus- | 
try. | 

In adjourning the inquiry for | 


the summer, the commission this 
week made public a summary of | 
evidence disclosing the interlock- 
ing relationships existing between 
certain glant corporations, and im-— 
plying the salsteace of a business 
combination, the magnitude of’ 
which would stagger the imagina- | 
tion. Inquiry along that line will 
be resumed in the fall, unless 
something occurs meantime to re- 
verse the commission's intention. 
Power, radio, telephone, tele-. 
graph, cable and other forms of 
public service, together with large | 
manufacturing interests, are all in- 
cluded in the concert of interests 
Suggested by the evidence un-. 
earthed by the commission, and by) 
other circumstances already 
known. | 
Prior to 1925, the General Elec- 
tric Co., a manufacturing company, 
controlled the Electric Bend & 
Share Co., a holding concern which 
in turn controlled numerous power 
companies throughout the coun- | 
try. In that year Senator Norris’! 
of Nebraska charged in the Sen-| 
ate that the General Electric was, 
in process of forming a “power 
trust,” and demanded an investi-| 
gation. ’ 
Shift to Bond & Share. 
Subsequently, General meets, 
announced that it had divested it~ | 
self of control by organizing the 
Electric Bond & Share Securiites. 
Corporation, the stock of which 
Would be distributed among stock- 
holders of the General Electric, 
and which would take over the as- 
s's of the Electric Bond & Share 
Co. Two years later the Federal 
Trade Commission reported that 
Only 31 per cent of the securities 
corperation stock then remained 
in the hands of stockholders also 
interested in General Electric, in- 
dicating that neither was any long- 
er controlled by the other. 
However, in the recent investi- 
Fation, the commission learned 
that the directors of the securities 
corporation retained the power to 
issue additional shares of that con- 
cern, and reserved the right to 
choose the individuals who would 
be permitted te buy them. Since 
the directors were General Electric 
men, thi senabled them to insure 

" continuance of control in “friend- 
‘'y" hands, The commission in its 
summary points out that there 
have been large additional issues 
of securities corporation stock 
ince that time. 

Thus far the refusal of the cor- 
Poration to permit the commission 
‘oO examine its records has pre- 
vented the investigators from com- 
Paring the respective lists of stock- 
holders of the General Electric 
and the securities corporation. 
Court proceedings are now in prog- 
ress whereby the commission ex- 
bests to compel! the submission of 
the records. .
